John Beckley’s Pursuit in Dark- 
ness for Mate Who Left Him, 
Ends Fatally. |

in front of him with a stick and was 
able to go wherever he pleased in that 


way, although his eyesight was wholly 
gone. - . 

It was a pathetic story that Beckley 
told Chief Young several days ago in 
appealing for police help in his search. 

“We had a quarrel, Chief,’’ he said. 
“My wife is blind in her left eye and 
she is delicate. Her spine is weak. Well, 
she insisted that she did not want me 
to try to earn money enough for both 
of us. Said she wanted to help make 
the living. 

“She had heard of a place she could 
get as housekeeper that would pay $15 
a month, She wanted to take it. I 
wouldn’t let her. Even if I am blind, 
Chief, I can take care or ner.*’ 

The police search proved as unavail- 
ing as Beckley’s had been. Yesterday 
afternoon he went to the home of Mrs. 
Martha Smith, with whom he and his 
wife had boarded at one time. She lives 
at 2620 Fall avenue. Beckley asked if 
Mrs, Smith knew where his wife was. 

No Clew to Address, 

After leaving the Smith home, Beckley 
went to Miss Ether McAvoy’s home at 
24% Coleman street. -Miss McAvoy is 
blind, and was Mrs. Beckley’s closest 
friend. They became acquainted at the 
school for the lind. Miss McAvoy ex- 
plained to Beckley that~ his-wite had 
come to her last Sunday, and had re- 
mained until Thursday, when she had 
departed without telling her where she 
jintended to make her home. . Miss Mc- 
pec had not heard from her after that. 
Beckley left the house in deep dejec- 


; tion. 


At 6:80 p. m. Beckley.returned to the 
Smith home and asked Mrs. Smith for a 
drink of water. She. gave it to him in a 
tin cup. He poured the acid into the wa- 
ter and drank it before she could inter- 
fere. He died at 9 p. m. at the city hos- 
pital. The body was taken to the 
morgue. 7 

Beckley was 27 years old. His wife 
was a year his junior. They met three 
years ago when both were students in 
the Missouri School for the Blind, and 
were married in 1908.

BURGESS, STATE 
SUPREME COURT 
JUDGE, DEAD’; 


Veteran Member of.the Missouri 
Bar Passes Away in a 
Sanitarium. 


EXCELSIOR SPRINGS, Mo.,” Dec. 17. 
—Judge Gavon D. Burgess, a ‘member 
of the Missouri Supreme Court, died in 
a sanitarium here tonight. He had been 
in feeble health several weeks. 

Judge Burgess came to the sanitarium 
last Sunday for-a short rest. Pneu- 
monia developed on Wednesday and he 
sank rapidly. 

He was conscious to the last, and ap- 
parently did not realize that he was near 
death. “His secretary, B. M. Morrow, 
was with him when tte end came. 


Judge Burgess was elected to the Su- 
preme bench in 1892, and has served 
there continuously since. Before that 
he served for 18 years continuously as 
Judge of the:Eleventh (now the Twelfth) 
Judicial District, and established .a rec- 
ord for the volume of work done and 
for the number of decisions he handed 
down which were upheld by the higher 
tribunal. 

Eighteen months ago Judge Burgess 
was married the second time, at the age 
of 7. His bride was a sweetheart of 
this youth—Miss May Berger, whom he 
had known and admired when both) 
lived in Mason County, Ky. When he 
came to Missouri in 1866 to practice 
law he brought with him his bride, who 
had been Miss Cordelia Trimble ot’Ma- 
son County, descendant of an old Ken- 
tucky family. 

The first. Mrs. Burgess died. several 
years before the Judge met Miss Berger 
again. It chanced that he was one of 
the Missourians to attend an Elks’ car- 
nival in Los Angeles, Cal, in 1909. While 
he was there he stepped one day into 
‘a bookstore, because an old volume in 
the window had caught his eye, and 
he found that the owner of the shop 
was his boyhood swéetheart. 

The two exchanged reminiscences, and 
that evening the Judge took tea with 
Miss Berger. Before he returned to 
Missouri they were man and wife. 

Judge Burgess settled first in Missouri 
at Milan, in Sullivan County. Subse- 
quently he moved to Linneus, ta Linn 
County, and he practiced law there 
until 1874, The Democrats then nomi- 
nated him to the Ciroult bench. It was 
a Republican district, but Judge Burgess 
carried it with 1000 majority.

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Counciiman “B®. V. P. Schneiderhahn} 
opponent of the. Sunday saloon lid ‘and 
advocate of lids on undraped and ‘semi- 
draped. near-art,-, tore. yesterday from 
the wall of Secretary Alexander Galt’s 
office, adjoinimg the Council chamber, 
a calendar bearing a picture which he 
thought improperly suggestive. 

He was applauded for his act last 
night by E. ‘H. Wuerpel, a leading St. 
Louis painter, and Robert P. Bring- 


hurst- dean of the local sculptors, after 
a Post-bkispatch reporter had shown 
them a photographic reproduction of 
the offending calendar. Both declared 
that it was bad art and tended to bad 
morals. Other art critics saw nothing 
improper about it, though their views 
of its artistic merit varied. 

The calendar, sent out by a bonding 
company, shows a head and bust view 
of a young woman clad in a low bodice, 
with a crimson cloak covering her shoul- 
ders and a double chain of coins or 
token pendant about her neck. 

Carries Out Threat. 

When Schneiderhahn entered the of- 
fice of the secretary of the Council yes- 
terday morning, he gave a look of 
shocked surprise at the calendar on the 
wall, then said to the assistant secre- 
tary, “I’m going to take that calendar 
down. I don't like its looks and I don’t 
believe it ought to be here.”’ 

He carried out his threat, and the as- 
sistant secretary, reporting the occur- 
rence to Secretary Galt in the next room, 
was told to let the Councilman have 
his way. 

‘To me,” said Galt last night at his 
home, 68 Vandeventer place, “the pic- 
ture seemed ‘perfectly decent, and in 
no manner suggestive. No other mem- 
ber of the Council had objected to it, 
and two or three had expressed them- 
selves as pleased with it. But ff Mr. 
Schneiderhahn doesn’t want it on the 
wall, that is sufficient, and it will stay 
down.” 

Weuld Out It Off Above Lip. 

A Post-Dispatch réporter, carrying 
a photograph of the calendar, found 
Wuerpel, Bringhurst and other art- 
ists and art-loving folk last night at 
the Christmas celebration of ‘the Art- 
ists’ Guild. 

A single glance at the ° picture 
drought a frown of disapproval to 
Wuerpel’s brow.

Dawson Watson, a well-known painter, 
quoted from Kipling in his comment, “‘It 
is pretty, but is it art?” He was in- 
clined to think that the calendar was 
not art. “But I see nothing improper 
about it,”” he added. 

John I. Matthews, magazine writer, 
greeted the appearance of the photo- 
graph with an enthusiastic “Oh! I say!’ 
When told what had befallen the calen- 
dar at the hands of the City Hall purist, 
he exclaimed, “Why, what rot!” 

William Flewellya Saunders and Mrs. 
Saunders, both of whom are interested 
in art, called the picture a pretty one, 
and agreed that they could see no oc- 
casion for anyone to find fault with it. 

Doesn’t Make Her Think. 

Roger Baldwin, secretary of the Civic 
League, declared the picture “a peach,” 
and said he saw nothing objectionable 
about it. 

Zoe Akins, playwright and _ poetess, 
said she saw no reason why the picture 
should give offense to anyone, but add- 
ed, “The picture is simply uninteresting 
to me. It doesn’t make me think.’ 

Mrs. Frank P. Crunden, whose hus- 
band is one of Schneiderhahn's col- 
leagues in’ the Council, prenounced the 
picture pretty, and saw no reason to ob- 
ject to it. 

A. E. Bostwick, public librarian, went 
so far as to pronounce the young wom- 
an’s features “classical, rather than es- 
pecially beautiful.” He said he saw 
nothing. wrong about the picture, and 
that in his opinion one would have to 
strain ‘a point to take offense at it. 

Miss Alice Martin, art fancier and 
dancing instructor, thought the picture 
somewhat sensuous, but not improper.

Removal by the City Council 


To the Council is given the power 
to abolish grade crossings. 

Provision is made for the removal 
of the Mayor from office by the 
Council fer misbehavior or incapac- 
ity. When the Mayer and President 
ef the Council are both absent from 
the City, ete. the Vice-President of 
the Council shall be ‘Acting Mayor. 

To the Comptroller is given all 
the duties now exercised by the 
Auditor at a salary of not less than

er. The various provisions pre- 
scribed by the Charter, as it is now 
prepared, seem to furnish all the se- 
curity to the public funds which it 
is possible to provide and makes a 
continuance of the Auditor’s. office 
unnecessary.

The freeholders 
cculd, however, impose upon him. the 
duty of collecting water rates, which 
was done, 

‘The Board of Public Tmsprovemelts 
is authorized to appoint the heads of 
all departments under the board. The 
heads of the respective departments 
appoint their own subordinates. 

The board is authorized to prepare 
a general plan to meet the future 
development of. the city. It is given 
power to grant permits for the tem- 
porary use of public highways not 
inconsistent with the public use, and 
the necessity of legislation by the 
Council on this subject ig made un- 
necessary. Such permits will, how- 
ever, be revocable at the will of the 
board.

All Salaries Stand. 

‘The Council is forbidden to dimin- 
ish the duties of any office created by 
the charter, or to change the salary 
of any officer during the term for 
which he is elected.

Any person or company unable or in- 
disposed to cafry forward business un 
der any grant made by the city “may

Joseph R. Von Kesler Surrenders 
on a Warrant Charging Theft 
‘. of $250. 


ADMITS A DISCREPANCY 


One of .His Employers Says Ar- | °° 
rest Was Delayed on Promise 
to Make Good, 


Confessing his inability to make good 
a discrepancy in his accounts, Joseph 
R. Von Kesler, confidential collector for 
the Schaeffer Bros. & Powell Manufac- 
turing Co., surrendered +o a policeman 
at De Kalb and Barton streets yester- 
day afternoon after a warrant for his 
arrest had been issued. 

Louis Schaeffer of the company says 
there is a discrepancy of $10,000 in the 
corporation’s books. The warrant 
charges the theft of $250. Von Kesler, 
a prisoner at the Wyoming Street Sta- 
tion, refuses to make a statement. To 
questions he replies: “I have nothing to 
say. Let Schaeffer do the talking.” 

Von Kesler and his wife lived at 4631 
Westminster place until recently, when 
they moved to 4646 Delmar boulevard. 

Found Discrepancy Long Ago 

Schaeffer said last night that the 
discrepancy in the company’s ac- 
counts was discovered last May, but 
that the arrest of Yon Kesler was 


|deferred because of his promige to 


make good a shortage. 

“We hesitated to act against him 
because he had been an employe of 
the company 22 years,” said Schaef- 
fer. “Our examination of the books 
shows that accounts Have been falsi- 
fied since September, 1909, but 80 per 
cent of the discrepancies occurred be- 
tween January and May of this year. 
My wife and I went for an Oriental 
tour and a Mediterranean cruise in 
January. I left Von Kesler in charge 
of the credit accounts. 

“When I returned in May Von Kes- 
ler said to mé: ‘You won’t find as 
much cash on hand as was here when 
you went away. Collections have 
been very slow.’ 

Checked Up His Accounts. 

“This aroused my suspicions and I 
put other employes to work ‘checking 
Von Kesler’s accounts. They found that 
many accounts entered on the books as 
unpaid had been paid. Von Kesler then 
went over the books with an accountant 
and pointed out the false entries. He 
was discharged, but ‘we did not prose- 
cute him because he promiséd to reitn- 
burse us. We wrote to him asking him 
to come to our office at 2401 Kosciusko 
street Dec. 1’ He did not come. 

“I sent word to him to come yesterday. 
When he arrived at the office I told him 
I was going to have him &rrested. He 
said he would give himself up He 
started away from the office and I hur- 
ried out and got @ policeman. When he 
saw me talking to highs policeman he 
surrendered.” 

Von Kesler is 87 yeasa ol4, His salary 
was $150 a month. Schaefer says Von 
Kesler told him that he lost money 
speculating in stocks oh margins. 

The Von Kesler home was dark last 
night and there was no response te the 
door bell.

TOWARD $150,000; 
COSTS FOUR LIVES 


Three London Policemen; Un- 
armed Except for Clubs, 
Are Killed in Fight. 

SAVE FORTUNE IN GEMS 
Bandits, One of Them a Wom- 


an, Almost to Booty When 
Discovery Came. 





LONDON, Dec. 17.—The death roll 
resulting from a fight between the 
police and burglars in a Cutler street 
house last night now totals four. 
The house was occupied by the bur- 
glars, one of them a woman, who 
were attempting to tunnel into a iew- 
elry store at 1198 Roundsditch, wnen 


they were surprised by the police. 

A volley of shots followed the raid 
and Sergt. Tucker was killed. on the 
stairway. Sergt. Bentley and Con- 
stable. Choate were fatally wounded 
and died in the hospital today, while 
one of the assailants of the police 
dieq in a Whitechapel bakeshop late 
this evening. 

The wounded robber was taken to 
the bakeshop early this morning in 
a taxicab, with his head heavily ban- 
daged. He died. without. regaining 
consciousness and was identified as 
the man who shot Tucker. The rob- 
ber had been clubbed fatally. 

The occupants of the bakeshop, in- 
cluding several men and one waman, 
were arrested. They are believed to 
be the persons who rented the house 


on Cutler street. 


Strange Noises Aroused Neighbors. 

A woman and three men rented 4 
house No. 11 Exchange Building, in 
Houndsditch, three weeks ago.

Secretary Won’t Reply to Mc- 
Lachlan—Afraid It Might 
Harm the Public. 


TAFT IS INVOLVED AGAIN 





War Department Feels. That He 


Encouraged Action, and Then 
Cried Halt: 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Secretary 
Dickinson of the War ‘Department sent 
a letter to Speaker Cannon today saying 
it had been decided that a response to 
the McLachlan resolution would be in- 
compatible with “public interest. The 
that-such data about 
the army as can be made public will be 
found in his annual report and the an- 
nual reports of the different bureaus of 

the department. 

The McLachlan resolution called on 
the Secretary to inform Congress of the 
state of the national defenses, Secre- 
tary Dickinsen sent one report, stating 
the strength and disposition of the Unit- 
ed States Army and specifying how the 
Atlantic and gulf coasts are defended. 
To this the Secretary added his own 


opinions, which were that the Pacifie 


Coast is easy of access for any invading 
nation, and urging a plan whereby a 
trained fizgnuat force approximating 
1,000,000 men could be built up. 

On the President's order, at the urging 
of Representative. Tawney, this report 
was withdrawn. The Secretary then 
sent in another, marked “confidential.” 
This the Speaker returned with the nota- 
tien that the House could not receive 
confidential communications. Then Seo- 
retary Dickinson and Gen. Wood went 
to work on a report that could be made 
public, but which would not shock the 
sensibilities of Tawney by being alarm- 

NWefther Side Ys Satisfied. 

They gave up the attempt last night 
and today told the Speaker that there 
would be no answer. The War De- 
partment hoped that closed the incident, 
but it did not. Neither those who want 
an immense standing army nor those 
who are against an increase are satis- 
fied. The latter charge, as did Repre- 
sentative Tawney, that the War Depart- 
ment deliberately set out to alarm the 
country and build up public sentiment 
for a big army, and some of these have 
been doing investigating on real own 
account. 

Representative Prince of riitnots, at 
the White House today, said that there 
is a large enough army if it were prop- 
erly managed. The feeling between the 
War Department and the White House 
is not pleasant. There is a feeling that 
President Taft encouraged the Secre- 
tary of War originally to answer the 
MacLachlan resolution as he did and 
that the President has deserted in face 
of the fire of Tawney and others, 

Officers of the army and navy seem 
to have ‘“‘some fever of the mad,” in 
the opinion of Andrew Carnegie. He 
wrote this letter to Mr. Tawney: 

“My dear Mr. Tawney. In military and 
naval circles officers seem to have some 
‘fever of the mad’ these days. May I 
express my admiration for the stand 
you are taking? Stick to it. | 

“T do not believe Wood’s and Dick- 
inson’s views are shared by those in 
authority, and surely the American peo- 
ple cannot be stampeded into absurd 
expenditures.” 

Tawney Still Is Amgry. 

Representative Tawney is still Indig- 
nant over what he terms a conspiracy 
on the part of the heads of the War 
Department to make a raid on the 
Treasury. Today he said: 

‘When you compare the expenditures 
of the United States Government on ac- 
count of the army and navy with those 
of foreign nations, you will be forced to 
the conclusion that there is a pitiful 
waste ef money somewhere and that the 
Government is not getting all that it 
pays for. 

"On account of preparation fer war 
the United States, with an army of 72,- 
000 men and a navy of 42,000 men, is ex- 
pending only a little less than England, 
with an army of 204,500 men and a navy 
of 129,000 men. The United States is ex- 
pending for this purpose only a few 
millions less than Germany, with her 
army of 600,000 and her navy of 62,000. 


| The United States is expending for this 


purpose in excess of the amount expend- 
ed by France, with her army of 650,000 
men and her navy of 56,000 men.’’

APPEAL TRANSFER LAW INVALID 


State Supreme Court Holds Stat- 


ute Unconstitutional. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 17.—The Su- 
preme Court today held that the law 
enacted by the .orty-fifth General As- 
sembly providing for the transfer of 
cases from one Appelate Court to an- 
other is ynconstitutional and that the 
cases must be tried In the jurisdiction 
wherein they arise.

Speeding Up the Big. Leagues. 
OSSIBLY the day will come when 
~ professional baseball teams of 
the big leagues will be in charge 
of a competent athletic trainer, who wil! 
bring out the latent speed and efficiency 
of the men by constant cdéaching and 
supervision. 

Possibly—but not probably—unless the 
mental attitude of the baseball player 
of today toward his job and other condi- 
tions are materially changed. Coaches in 
colleges get results for one reagon—the 
men are absorbed by the endeavor to 
shine in one little specialty on one 
little occasion. This intense interest and 
undivided attention, together with an in- 
ordinate desire to succeed, all work with 
the trainer to attain one little end— 
the best that’s in the athlete. The con- 
dition is bound to net results. 

But take the baseball player. He 
lacks the college tnan’s enthusiasm for 
his task: he has many other things to 
develop besides speed; and he carnot 
at any time afford to put a razor edge 
on his condition becatise it’s a demon- 
strated fact that he would go stale long 
before six months have elapsed. 

Nearly all players in the game today 
have as much technical knowledge of 
running as suffices for baseball pur- 
poses. If ‘they specialized in sprinting 
they might graduate out of the game 
instead of into it. Many speed mer- 
chents have been in vaseball, but, few 
have remained long that have not been 
splendidly equipped otherwise. 

And as far as helping out good men 
but slow, we'll believe in a Mike Mur- 
phy for baseball when some trainer 
enables John. Powell to beat out a sac- 
rifice. Perhaps it can be done; but did 
you ever watch “Red” John?

His smile arose partly 
from the consciousness of what he 
went through to hold the Red Ball 
title against such players as Albert 
Cutler, Harry Kline, Alfred de Oro, 
John Daly, Joe Capron, Frank Day 
and John Horgan. 

“Outside of a few thousand rea- 
sons that I might give for knowing 
that the billiard game is the more 
scientific,” said Peterson, “let me an- 
swer your question by asking you 
one in return. Why hasn’t pool pro- 
gressed any in the last 18 years?” 

“Albert Frey, .who was world’s 
champion at that time, was undoubt- 
edly the greatest pool player that 
ever lived. If there is as much 
science in that game as there is in 
billiards, why has there not been the 
constant progression in pool that 
there has been in billiards? 


Player Never Learns All. 


“Just as in almost any branch of 
learning it is the scientific research 
that developes, so it is in this bil- 
liard game. A man never learns all 
there is to the game. He can’t, be- 
cause the number of shots is infinite.” 

Peterson says that Shaefer, Ives, 
Hoppe, 
agreed with him that there was ab- 
solutely no comparison between the 
two games. 

“All of these men,” he continued, 
“started out as expert pool players, 
took up the game of billiards and 
abandoned pool, and right here comes 
in our logical deduction of the super- 
fority of billiards. 

“The players I mentioned car ge to 
a pool table and with very little prac- 
tiee play almost as good @ game as 
they did in their prime, but on the other 
hand in order to keep up their stand- 
ard in billiards they must keep hammer- 
ing away day after day. This is not 
only for the sake of keeping their 
eye in, but to be constantly adding to 
the vast knowledge of angles which a 
player has to learn. 


Large Pocket in Pool. 


‘In pool one needs an accurate eye, 
a steady hand, a steady nerve. This 
much for the player of ordinary ability. 
For the professional let me add. strat- 
egy, which means safety, eunning and 
trickery.. The billiard player needs all 
these qlalties, plus concentration, fn: 
tuition, confidence, perfect eye and 
extraordinary judgement of distance. In 
pool you have a large pocket to aim for, 
while with the billiard ball the variation 
of an infinitesimal part of an inch to 
the right or left causes you to miss or 
make your shot. 


“Again, in pool all there is, is a for- 
ward stroke with an occasional draw 
or follow, while in billiards the stroke ‘ts 
manifold. It is straightaway 
left and side upper stroke, left and side 
low stroke, low draw, side draw, follow 
and }masee.

Probably not many people have a 
very clear idea of how Horgan won 
the title of world’s champion, which 
qualifies him to speak on the sub- 
ject. 

In 1908 the world’s championship 
pool tourmament was played unere 
under the management of Frank 
Benson. Almost all the real ,»ol 
stars of the country competed. 
Among the best were Alfred de Oro, 
Jerome Keogh, Tommy Hueston, 
Grant Eby, Charles Weston, Wm. 
Clearwater and Frank Sherman. 

It ended in a tie between the frst 
three mentioned and in the play-off 
De Oro won. Within 40 days Keogh 
had challenged him, and when. the 
time for the match came De Oro fer- 
feited to him. Tommy Hueston 1m- 
mediately challenged Keogh and they 
played at Buffalo, where Hueston was 
returned the winner. 

Horgan Beat Hueston for Title. 

Then John Horgan stepped into the 
limelight and challenged the “Kid.” 
They played in St. Louis in 1£v6, 
and in that match Horgan won the 
world’s championship. 

“You see they are entirely differ- 
ent propositions,” said Horgan. “Why 
I have seen men so hervous over 
a game of pool that they were al- 
most wrecks; It is not only during 
a game but for months before a 
match that this nervousness grows 
on the player, and it is a constant 
fight not to let it get the better of 
him. I can’t see where it requires 
more n@rve in, billiards than in 
pool, 

“Why is it that a real pool player 
has to begin months before a match 
to train, while a billiard player—lI 
refer especially to the three-cushion 
expert—coan hop in with only a few 
days’ notice and play the game of his 
life? 

Pool Angties More Difficalt. 

“In billiards you have the cue 
ball and two others to look after and 
over and over again when you do 
happen to miss a shot you may make 
the point when your ball comes back 
again from the corner of the table. 
These angles that they talk about, 
of course, have to be figured, but 
you don't have to get them down to

game. 

“A Dilliard player might miss a 
shot by two or three inches and 
still obtain the point on the round 
trip, but miss a shot for a pocket 
by one-sixteenth of an inch in a 
pool game and see what happens to 
you.

“When Hueston beat De Oro here 
two years ago De Oro missed an 
easy combination by about a hair’s 
breadth and it took his nerve and 
Hueston went after him.

HE new Chief Justice has no diver- 
q sion except exercise. He is near- 
ly six feet tall, weighs 225 pounds 
and enjoys good food. Like the heavy- 
weight who presides in the White House, 
his chief anxiety is about a diet. He 
takes much exercise to keep his weight 
down. Every morning finds him busy 
‘with indoor exercise and his dally walk 
to the Capito] keeps his enormous face 
aglow with health. But this is not walk- 
ing enough for the Chief Justice. 

He uses the ellipse in the rear of the 
White House for a training track and 
one of the sights of Washington is to 
see Justice White treading around this 
path with the enthusiasm of a Weston. 

Justices Lurton and Holmes . often 
walk with him, but as a walker he has 
them distanced. He does not fish, hunt, 
play golf or ride horseback. He has no 
hobby but baseball. 

Chief Justice White has long been 
known in Washington as a thirty-third 
degree baseball “fan.” As a boy he 
played baseball at Georgetewn Univer- 
sity in the days when the game was just 
coming in fashion with school boys. .In 
the spring or early summer, after the 
Supreme Court has adjourned, White is 
a regular frequenter of the American 
League baseball park in Washington. 


He Loves Baseball and 
Knows Players by Names. 

He knows all the Washington players 
by name and is well acquainted with 
the stars of the other teams that visit 
Washington. “Ty” Cobb is his special! 
favorite. The visiting players’ bench 
is on the side of the grand stand where 
the distinguished jurist always sits, and 
the new foremost Judge of the country 
and the idol of the American League 
are frequently in close proximity. Jus- 
tice White always follows Cobb’s move- 
ments closely. 

Mr. Justice White likes to read. He 
le not particular what language he is 
reading because he is a master of sev- 
eral. He is a profound French scholar, 
could occupy ‘the chair of any col- 
lege in Latin and can read Greek rapid- 
ly. His house, a beautiful three-story 
red brick, at 1717 Rhode Island avenue, 
is the home of an extensive and rare 
collection ef good books aa can be 
found in the capital. In addition to a 
big law library, the Justice has a li- 
brary of the classics in many languages. 

T is in this library. that he does 
| his work. With a stenographer and 

& secretary, he grinds out the opin- 
fons which may fall hia lot from the 
beych. He dictates his opinions only 
once. He then can repeat them from 











memory. It is recalled that in the iIn- 
come tax case the Justice was called 
upon to read the dissenting opinion 
which upheld the tax. His opinion 
covered more than 20 pages, He did 
not miss a word, although the opinion 
contained a maze 6f references and 
quotations from the opinions of other 
judges. His memory is equally good 
for verse and other litérature which 
strikes his fancy. He remembers faces 
and men and, although his heavy jow! 
and ponderous ways make him look 
like he is asleep, much of the time 
when he is on the bench, this is far | 
frem s0. 


Enjoys Hazing Young Lawyers 
Who Think They Know It All. 


Among the favorite pastimes of the 
new Chief Justice is the hazing of 
the fledgling members of the bar at 
the Bupreme Court. It is no gentle 
jollying in which the distinguished 
jurist indulges, but straight from 
the shoulder, pointed questions aimed 
at the head of the new members, in 
which the Justice delights. 

In the sport of hazing the legal 
freshman, Justice White has two 
able’ coadjutors in Justices Harlan 
and Holmes. The method of proceed- 
ing is Hike this; : 

USTICE WHITE will wait until 
J the young barrister has stated 

in unqualified terms some mor2 
or less complex proposition of law. In 
all likelihood, the embryo Blackstone 
has relied upon this exhibition of his 
prefound knowledge of the point to 
impress the court. According to Mr. 
Justice White the Supreme Court is 
not an impressionable body. In the 
midst of the youngster’s statement 
of the great principle, Mr. Justice 
White will say: 

“Ahem! Now in the event of this 
being so and taking the proposition 
which you have just outlined with 
such care, when we come to consider 
this in its relation with the earlier 
principle that such a writ may only 
have been permitted to issue when a 
full bench was sitting. suppose that, 
as you say, the presiding judge being 
indisposed, had left the bench. what 
then would be the exact situation of 
the plaintiff which—” 

Up in the air goes the youthful bar- 
rister. If he gets back to earth bé- 
fore his time expires, he is lucky. 


Lends the Helping Hand to 
Inexperienced Practitioners. 


“In the kindliness of his heart, Mr. 
Justice White is not to be outdone. 
The younger members of the bar may 


. come to him when they are in doubt. 


Justice White lends the helping hand. 
Together with Mr. Justice Harlan, 
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sk new Chief Justice ituien an oc- 
casional joke even within the precinct 
of the sacred courtroom. Several years 
ago the two put their heads together 
and attempted to hatch up a joke on 
the late Senator Dolliver, but that d'‘s- 
tinguished wit was too capable for 
them. Dolliver, among other attor- 
neys, was appearing before the court 
in an important swamp land case. 
Dolliver had no intention of appearing 
in the case, but’ Mr. Justice White 
was tired of the prolixities ef his 
associates. He felt that the court was 
altogether too dull and needed stir- 
ring up. He conferred with his neigh- 
bor, Mr. Justice Harlan, and as a 
result of their confab the following 
note was passed down to the Iowa 
orator: ? 

“It is the unanimous opinion of the 
court that the case is lost unless you 
present an argument.” 


OLLIVER arose. He knew ne 
[) more of the law involved than 
he had caught casually from 
the utterances of the attorneys be- 
fore the court. He started out with 
a sent°nce or two when Mr. Jusice 
Harlan broke in with: 
“Just how dees the decision of the 


case of the United States vs. Jones et 
al, apply in this case?’ 


Senator Dolliver Gave 
Court Feast of Stories. 


Dolliver ran hig eye along the bench 
and then began, “That reminds me of 
one time when I was a boy out in West 
Virginia.”” He gave the court a char- 
acteristic Dolliverian anecdote which 
set the court in a roar of laughter. 

Another question from the court and 
again Dolliver came to bat with a joke, 
laying the scene in Iowa this time. This 
system of peppering the otherwise dull 
case with a bit of humor was kept -up 
until Dolliver had related no less than 
10 of his best stories. The court was 
satisfied. 

Although.Justice White is an exceed- 
ingly reticent man and one teward 
whom persons would rarely leok for 
romance, nevertheless, he has had ene 
and still has it. 

Years ago, in New Orleans, when he 
was a young man just out of the Cen- 
federate Army, he fell in love. The ob- 
ject of his affections was a Miss Mont- 
gomery of New York, who, with her sis- 
ter, was living with relatives in New 
Orleans. 

But Miss Montgomery married Léeut. 
Kent, a prominent Louisianan, and 
came to W'ashington to live. The mar 
ried life of Mr. and Mrs. Kent was net 
happy and, when he died, ,she gave to 
charity all the money he left her, which 
was a considerable sum. 


Within a reasonable time after Mr. 
Kent's death, the announcement of Mrs. 
Eeént's engagement to Justice White, 
then Senator White, was made. 
Throughout the 2% years that had 
elapsed since he first proposed te Miss 
Montgomery‘and was refused by her, 
Justice White’s heart had never 
changed. Their married life has been 
an exceedingly happy one. 


LTHOUGH Justice White was a 

A Confederate soldier, he does not 

kéep any of the war with him. He

veterans’ association. He served as a 
private in the Louisiana infantry. 

He was educated in Mount &t. Mary’s 
College, Maryland, and at the Geerge- 
tewn University, both Catholic itnatita.

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KINNEY CONTESTS | 


DYER'S ELECTION 
AGAINST nid WILL 


Democrat Declares He Hasn’t 
Money to Push Action, but 
Filed Petition as Duty. 
CHARGES INTIMIDATION 
Congressional Candidate De- 


clares Police Snatched Ballots 
From Voters’ Hands. 





State Senator Thomas E. Kinney, who 
was Democratic candidate for Congress 
in the Twelfth District, yesterday 
served on his successful Republican 
opponent, L. C, Dyer, notice of a con- 
test. Kinney told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had neither the money nor 
desire to. urge the contest. 

The contest petition contains & al- 
legations and charges police intimida 
tion and the importation of negro 
voters. 

“I had no intention of filing this con- 
test,” said Senator Kinney, “but the 
matter was presented to me by party 
leaders and I signed the petitien as a 
duty to the party. I told them I had 
not the money to push the contest. 

Will Return to Senate. 

“I believe there was much fraud m 
my district and that if this fraud had 
not been perpetrated I would have been 
elected, but I had decided te make 
fight on my oppenent after he had the 
office on the face of the returns. 

“I shall be in my seat in the Laegisla- 
ture during the early months of the 
year, and if the contest should conflict 
with my work in the Legislature, you 
will find me remaining in Jefferson 
City. That is a duty and I shall not 
neglect it for this contest.” 

The Kinney contest alleges that the 
registration books in the Twelfth Dis- 
trict were padded with at least 3000 
hames of persons who voted for Dyer, 
and ¢hat voters who intended to cast 
their votes for him were intimidated by 
the police, whe in some instances 
snatched the ballots from the voters’ 
hands, 

Intimidation Is Oharged. 

The allegation is made that Demo- 

cratic names were illegally scratched 
from the books. One charge is that on 
election day 15 voters were arrested by 
the police and taken te a saloon dséon- 
ducted by a Republican politician, and 
from there were taken to Dyer’'s office, 
where they were intimidated by . Dyer, 
and that this served to prevent ethers 
from voting for Kinney. 
Dyer is accused of telling voters that 
he was a member of Gov. Hadley’s staff 
and had great influénce, which would 
enable him to cause the arrest. and 
prosecution of those whe wera opposed 
to his election. ;

Cost of $168,000, to Be 
Dedicated Tuesday. 


NO CHARGE BY DOCTORS 


— 


Patients Will Receive Treat- 
ment for Skin Diseases Ab- 
solutely Without Cost. 


"The Barnard Free Cancer Hospital 
will be dedicated Tuesday. The hos- 
pital and the lot on which it is erected 
are gifts of George.D. Barnard to the 
City of St. Louls. They cost $168,000. 

“The new hospital will be equipped 
throughout with modern facilities for 
handling the sick, and its laboratory for 
the study of skin diseases and cancer 
will be the finest in the United States. 
St. Louis physicians will donate their 
services to patients in the hospital, no 
charge being made either by the hos- 
pital or the physician for treatment. 
Efforts are being made to raise $500,000 
as an endowment fund to maintain the 
institution. More than one-third of this 
money, according to Charles H. Huttig, 
president of the Board of Trustees, has 
been raised. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary, of which Vir- 
ginia C. Hammer is president, will have 
charge of the social features of the 
dedication. The other officers of the 
auxilary are Mildred Wear Kotany, 
vice-president; Nella M. Shoemaker, 
secretary, and Lenore 8. Clark, corre- 
sponding secretary. The members of 
the auxiliary, according to President 


Huttig, have done much effective work 


in organizing the movement for free 


treatment of cancer and kindred dis-}: 


ease. 

Plans for a free cancer hospital orig- 
inated five years ago when several 
physicians and laymen started an ex- 
perimental movement. For several years 
a temporary hospital has been in use 
at Jefferson avenue and St. Charles 
street, where a few patients were treat- 
ed. The old hospital will be abandoned. 


CONGRESS APPROPRIATES CASH 
AT RATE OF $10,000 A MINUTE 


Ungent Deficiency Bill Carrying 
$1,060,815 Now Ready for 


President’s Signature. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Congress 
passed the urgent deficiency appro- 
priation bill today in one hour and 
forty minutes. As the measure car- 
ried $1,060,615, this was appropriat- 
ing publi¢ funds at $10,000 a min- 
ute, As reported in the House, the 
bill carried $850,000, but when it 
reached ‘the Senate it had grown to 
$995,672, and the Senate added .the 
remainder. 

Chief among the items are $550,000 
for continuation of work on the dry 
dock in the New York navy yard. 
and $39,750 to pay the expenses. of 
the new commerce court. The sum 
of $80,000 is included to pay Richard 
Parr, the United States customs in- 
spector, the remainder of the reward 
of $100,000 which he was awarded for 
bringing to light the sugar weighing 
frauds in the New York customs 
hcuse. 

The bill now goes to the President 
for his signature.

The $25 Attorney Accepted Was 
to Apply on Alleged Shortage 
of Ruehl Accused of Em- 
bezzlement. 





HE MADE NO PROMISES 


Mentioned in Court by Defend- 


ant’s Woman Friend He Tells 
Post-Dispatch Facts in the 
Case. 





The trial of Carl F. Rueh!l, charged 
with embezzlement from the Jewel Tea 
and Coffee Co., in which Mrs. Sarah 
King testified in Judge Miller’s division 
of the Cotrt of Criminal Correction Fri- 
day>that she had made payments 
against the shortage to Joseph Rup- 
recht, bondsman for Ruehl, will be re- 
sumed in the near future. 

The proceedings were halted by Judge 
Miller’s desire for an investigation of 
Mrs. Kfng's references to an effort to 
“square the shortage’ by a payment 
to Ruprecht which was made in the of- 
fice of Attorney William F. Fahey, who 
represented the tea company in its 
claim against the bondsman. 

' Attorney Fahey’s version of the case 
did not come out in Friday’s proceed- 
ings. A 

Attorney Fahey, 
reputation among lawyers, when asked 
yesterday by the Post-Dispatch for the 
facts in the case, said: 

“The story In Kriday’s Post-Dispatch 
concerning zhe payment to me of $225 
to square a shortage of $2, and my con- 
nection with the case referred to, is not 
correct. The facts in this case, as far 
as I am concerned, are that the Jewel 
Tea and Coffee Co., which is a client 
of mine, consulted me concerning its 
claim against one Joseph Ruprecht, 
based upon an alleged shortage of one 


Reuhl, an employe of the company, for }. 


whom Ruprecht had given a’ bond to 
the company: The shortage claimed by. 
my Client at the time was estimated at 
9150, which was subsequently found to 
be $18, and I immediately took. the 
matter up with Mr, Ruprecht, demand- 
ing in the name of my client that he 
pay the amount of the shortage. The 
representative of the tea company told 
me at the first conference about this 
matter that he had caused criminal pro- 
ceedings te be instituted against. Reuhi 
and that he was then confined. 


“Bach alleged embezzlement or ere , 


age was in a small amount, not’ ex 
ing $3, and constituted separate oef- 
fenses, under three of which informa- 
tions had been issued. The total amount 
of these particular items was $2.56. 

“On Dec. & Joseph Ruprecht, ac- 
companied by a woman giving her 

name as ‘Mrs. King,’ called at my of 
fice. I represent neither of these parties, 
but while they were in my office Mrs. 
King offered to pay Reuhl’s shortage to 
the bondsman, and asked me if in the 
event of her making such payment I 
would have the case against Reuhl dis- 
‘missed. I told them I could make no 
such agreement, but that some leniency 
might be show. if it was called to the 
Court’s attention that the shortage had 
been made good. 

“Ruprecht was financially responsible 
and my client was amply protected by 
reason of Ruprecht’a bond as to any 
shortage, and I had no interest fn the 
arrangement between Ruprecht and 
Mrs. King, and néither did my client. 
I ‘dia not ask Mrs. King for any money 
or at any time suggest’ her paying any 
money to me or anyone else. While 
these parties were in my office, Mra. 
King paid Ruprecht, not me, $25, but

That is what State Game Commissien- 
er Tolerton is doing in his effort to 
introduce the English pheasant in Mis- 
souril. It will be a thankless task, too, 
for as soon as a pheasant fs large 
enough to get about, the first thing he 
does is to go out foraging for chicken 
feed. He will even steal from his own 
foster mother, 

Pheasants Free to All. 

In his efforts to accustom pheasants 
to the Missouri climate Tolerton is send- 
ing pheasants free to all farmers and 
poultry raisers who ask him for them. 
The result is that colonies of the gaudy 
birds are now to be found in many parts 
of the State. 

Farmers already are loudly complain- | 
ing that the pheasants are robbing their 
chickens of feed. For this there is no 
remedy, as it is unlawful to kill a 
pheasant in Missouri. 

Almost anyone who asks for pheasants 
can get them from Tolerton. There are 
only a few simple conditions. First of 
these Is that no matter how many 
pheasants you raise, you will not be 
permitted to kill one, even for your own 
table. 

Hen Sacrifices Posterity. 

You must keép an exact account of the 
eggs laid and you must either send 
these eggs to the State poultry farm at 
Jefferson City or set them under your 
hens and send the. young birds to the 
Game Commissioner for distribution in 
the State. 

Here is where the hen gets the 
worst of it: After she has taken 
all the trouble to hatch out the pheas- 
ants they are taken away from her. 
Worse than that, she might seek 
consolation in hatching out a few 
children of her own, but even this 
pleasure is denieq her. For, until 
the young pheasants are two months 
old, the only food on which they 
will thrive is fresh hens’ eggs.

Birds Cannot Be Eaten. 

At the experimental farm near 
Jefferson City, 450 hens are work- 
ing overtime laying eggs for young 
pheasants to eat. 

The pheasant in its present stage 
of Americanization is not a revenue 
maker for anybody. The law for- 
bids it from being used as food and 
the regulations surrounding the dis- 
tribution of the birds prevent even 
the most opulent from breakfasting 
on bacon and pheasant eggs. The 
hen, on the other hand, is the State’s 
greatest wealth producer, and her 
friends.can’t see why she should be 
shoved into the background by. an 
imported. fowl whose beauty Is of 
about ag much practical] value ag is 
that of the aurora borealis. 

Commissioner Tolerton says that 
the pheasant is One of the greatest 
of game birds and that tn time the 
species will be so plentiful in Mis- 
sourt that pheasant hunting will be 
permitted.

If I live, 
I must live in the poorhouse, among lunatics, 
idiots; broken-down drunkards and vagabonds, 
where all I can do ig to eat unpalatable food 
and wear coarse clothes; where there will be 
an end to inspiration and where I can be 
slowly murdered. Surely under such circum- 
stances it is the duty of the State to take my 
life in. the most painless way possible, as I 
am willing and anxious that it should do so. 

I frankly admit I do not want to leave this 
life. I do not believe in suicide.. If I did I 
would kill myself., But as long as society has 
said that I shall starve to death, I only ask 
that my death be made a painless one. I hope 
the Governor of some state where they elec- 
_trocute people will permit my life to be taken 
in that painless way. 

The unpalatable food, the coarse clothes, 
companionship of the self-degraded, the utter 
Ioneliness and hopelessness—are not all these 
evils visited by society upon the deserving but un- 
fortunate men and women whom fate thrusts into 
the public keeping when they-are hopelessly “down 
and out?” Men and women of refinement fall 
into these human refuse heaps and are treated as 
if their continued presence on earth were resented 
by the community of which they were once hon- 
ored members. Speaking of the condition here, 
Prof. J. 8. Riley of Washington University said 
recently: “Missour!’s system of poor relief is 
neither wise, economical nor civilized.” Precisely. 
But the remedy lies in the hands of the people 
and need wait for no piled-up millions fo enforce 
it. All that is needed is legislation based upon 
the most ordinary principles of justice.

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THE REAL BANK PROBLEM. 
Bank deposits should be closely safeguarded. 
But ample banking facilities are essential to com- 
mercial progress. Congress has recognized the 
lack of adequate banking conveniences by 'auth- 
orizing a bank in every postoffice. 

The policy of curtailment and consolidation an- 
nounced by the Comptroller of the Currency is 
not in accord with Congress or with the people. 

By all means let weak banks be absorbed by 
banks of stability. But it Is not small banks that 
The strong banks, with vast resources; 
unite, The big financier, with their combined’ re- 
sources at his disposal, widens his scope of opera- 
tion. The small borrower's zone ef banking fa- 
cilities is narrowed. 

Such a condition is not desirable.

\tic banking is an.unmixed evil to any community. 


It is unthinkable for the nation. Banking com- 
binations are dangerous.’ Fhey use their power 
unjustly. They dictate to small banks. By iI- 
legal, close-corporation clearing houses they ar- 
bitrarily prevent the public from enjoying ade- 
quate banking facilities. 

Furthermore, the dangerous “speculative” 
banking, to which the Comptroller refers, is not 
in our Western commercial banks, but in the 
overgrown financial institutions of New York 
City, whose dealings with professional bookmak- 
ers of the Wall street betting ring cause such up. 
heavals as the Roosevelt panic of 1907. 

Instead of consolidating bank deposits in a few. 
monumental strong boxes, accessible only to a 
favored clique of money magnates, the effort 
should be to decentralize, and. prevent alf possi- 
bility of any ring ever controlling the cash re- 
sources of the nation through a central bank, such 
as Senator Aldrich proposes. 

The United States has had two disastrous cen- 
tral banks. Fortunately, a Democratic Congress 
stands between public welfare and a third. 
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Twelve Vicksburg men drowned crossing the 
Mississippi to get toddy. Why not build a bridge 
or a pipe line? 





A MUCEKRAEING FPALLAOY. 

To read the diatribes of the gentry who de- 
nounce everything they discuss, one would imag- 
ine that in public service dishonesty was in- 
herent, while in private business honesty was 
the rule. Not so. The general delusion that 
such is the case is a serious impediment to re- 
form of administrative methods. 

The employes of private concerns possess no 
highér degree of honesty than men in public 
service. Nor are they any more efficient !n their 
duties, man for man. ; 

But business enterprises use common. sense, 
while cities and states do not. In private or- 
ganizations honesty is enforced; in public office, 
it is merely taken for granted. In private offairs, 
experts preserve efficiency; tn publio office, ef- 
ficiency is taken for granted. In private busi- 
ness, economy is provided by system; in. public 
practice, economy is whatever the public official 
makes it. 

Ninety-five per cent of business enterprises fai). 
They lack efficiency, economy and honest em- 
ployes. The other five succeed because they elim-

MILWAUKEE AND HAVERHILL. 
Gloomy persons who speculate sadly on the 
possible ultimate fate of Milwaukee after the 
Socialist era, should take heart from the experi- 
ence of Haverhill, the first city in this country 
to entrust its affairs to a Socialist Mayor. 

In 1899 Haverhill, a shoeworkers’ city, chose 
a Socialist. In 1900 he was re-elected. Again in 
1903- a Socialist won, but it was the final effort. 
For five years the Republicans ruled the city. 
Then the voters woke up. For almost a year 
Haverhill has been a non-partisan city, operated 
on the commission plan. Socialist votes brought 
about the change. 

Instead of 14 councilmen, 7 aldermen and a 
mayor, the government consists of a mayor and 
four aldermen, allvelected at large. An alderman 
heads each of the four departments of finance, 
streets, safety and charity, and public property, 
while the mayor acts as supervisor. 

The commission government took office with a 
deficit of $79,451.66. They close their first year 
with a surplus of $36,511.87—another evidence 
that business methods of city administration are 
a benefit to the taxpayers. 

Milwaukee’s Socialist era may not accomplish 
miracles. But, if it infects the public with the 
germ of the commission form of government, as 
it did in Haverhill, it will have accomplished a

Tachaikowsky, the big Russian of the 
new school, whose throbbing passion 
and profound melancholy have charmed 
and deeply stirred the soul of the mod- 
ern: musical world, will be heard in his 
great “Symphony No. 4, in F,” at the 
next pair of St. Louis Symphony con- 
certs, Dec. 22 and 23, respectively, at 
the Odeon. 

No more sympathetic vehicle for the 
expression of the universal spiritual! 
ideal, now emphasized in the hearts of 
all, in the approaching commemoration 
of the nativity of the Christ, could be 
found than this béautiful symphony. 
Its opening allegro is in itself a sermon 
in music, with its magnificent note of 
aspiration, its profound knell of destiny, 
and its eventual assurance of triumph. 

Within the last few yeagp Tschaikow- 
sky has risen pre-eminently in the 
hearts of the American public, who are 
peculiarly sympathetic with. the Slav 
composers, possibly because American 
physical and climatic conditions are not 
unlike those of Russia. 

It is because of the fact, perhaps, 
that the American mind is accustomed 
to the larger forms, vaster expanses 
and more capricious moods of nature, 
that Tschaikowsky figures more fre- 
quently upon the programs of New 
York, Boston, Chicago and 8t. Louis, 
than upon those of London and Paris. 

Tschaikowsky belongs to the young 
Russian school and in his striking per- 
sonality is exemplified much of the in- 
surgency with which that school is 
characterizea. His work is very Slavic 
in temperament, he having been horn 
in the Ural district of Russia. The 
critic, Ernest Newman, has very forci- 
bly described his individuality. 

“Tschaikowsky,’’ he said, ‘‘is peculiar- 
ly Oriental, with his turbulent rhythms; 
his love of gorgeous color; his occas- 
ional nafvette of design. At one time 
there is a phrase of such profound mel- 
ancholy that one could believe it to 
have come from the‘heart of the most 
refined and sensitive of modern Euro- 
peans, to be followed, almost without 
warning; by a swirl of primeval passion 
that takes one back a thousand years in 
ancestry. The speech of civilized na- 
tions seems to be swept away by @ 
violent outburst of almost speechless 
wrath or anguish or despair.’’ 

Scarcely less important will be the in- 
clusion on this program of the dramatic- 
ally vivid Hector Berlioz, whose tem- 
peramental peculiarities dominated a 
century. The three movements from his 
“Damnation of Faust’”’ to be played are 
keenly melodic and appealing, being a 
picture of the dancing of the sylphs 
about the slumbering Faust, the minuet 
of the fireflies, and the Rakoczy march. 

Two other moderns of this program 
will be the classic Brahms, the suc- 
cessor of Beethoven, who will be heard 
in his beautiful ‘‘Academic Festival” 
overture, the work that achieved his 
fame; and Frederick Stock, conductor 
of the Theodore Thomas Orchestra, 
whose “Symphonic Variations” will be 
played. Stock ¢edicated this work to 
his predecessor, the great Theodore 
Thomas. It was produced in 1904 in Chi- 
cago.

Train Robber Wallen’s Semi-Insanity Is a Com- 


mon Ailment, — Dr. 


Hughes’ Declares; 


Geniuses Are Especially Susceptible. 


Are you a demi-fou? 

You may be one without knowing it. 

Demi-fou is the name given by alien- 
ists to the partly insane, who are sel- 
dom put into asylums, but who are all 
the time doing things that norma! per- 
sons would not do. 

Interest in this type of individuals 
has been aroused in St. Louis by Dr. 
Charlies H. Hughes’ declaration § that 
Frank Wallen, the Santa Claus train 
robber, who ‘robbed postoffices - and 
stores to get toys to give to North 8t. 
Louis children, is a demi-fou. 

Dr. Hughes also says that the speed. 
maniac is a demi-fou, who loses his 
reason and accountability when he gets 
hold of a steering wheel, though he 
might be harmless when. a -pedestrian. 
A pet animal, a canary bird, a red vest, 
or a frankfurtéer sausage may be the 
abjects of desires which mark their pos- 
sessor as a demi-fou, 

Who Isn’t a Demi-Four? 

“A demi-fou,”’ declares the well known 
St..Louis alienist, “is walking a slack 
rope between sanity and insanity all the 
time. He is like a brick on end, which 
is easily knocked - over.”’ 

If you feel an.unreasonable desire to 
touch a piece of furniture or to strike 
a chord on.a piano while calling at a 
friend's house; if you cannot endure 
to see your name misspelled; if you 
hesitate to walk under a ladder when 
there is no painter on the rungs to drop 
a paint-pot on your head; if you are 
accustomed to look under beds and 
chairs; if you , object to sleeping in 
Pullman berth number 13, or in dating 
a love letter the 23d of the month; if 
you resent the grating of a nail in your 
shoe on the granitoid sidewalk; if you 
collect useless business pamphlets and 
railroad time tables; if you have a pow- 
erful impulse to slap a shiny bald head 
in front of you at the theater; or 
just fox the fun of the thing, you shave 
yourself with a real razor while on a4 
train jolting over the Alleghanies or the 
Ozarks, be careful about going too near 
an alienist’s office. He may find you 
to be. a’ demi-fou, and persuade your 
relatives to have you placed where you 
can Jook out, but cannot go out. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, who has testi- 
fied that strange faces leered:at him on 
his’ polar journey, was describing one 
of the recognized signs of semi-insan- 
ity. Villemain, a noted French demi- 
fou, saw such faces continually. 

-Many Neted Men Demi-Y ous. 

The class of demi-fous has in the past 
contained some of the most noted names 
in literature, art and statecraft. 

Genius. and insanity have ‘long been 
jiconsidered closely akin, and some emi- 
nent psychologists. have declared them 
to be identical. WZombroso held that 
genius was a neurosis, and: Grasset, a 
French. authority on this subject, who 
treats the matter conservatively, says 
that intellectual superiority frequently 
coincides with neurosis. 

Grasset’s. book, ‘‘The Semi-Insane and 
Semi-Responsible;’’ includes in its list 
of the half-demented the late Count Tol- 
stoy, Gorki, Victor Hugo, Balzac, Zola, 
Napoleon, O’Connell, the younger  Du- 
mas, Tasso, Nietzsche, Schopenhauer, 
Swift, Poe, De Quincey, Donizetti, Isaac 
Newton, Cromwell, Napoleon, Goethe, 
Byron, Schumann, Wagner, Chopin, 
Rossini, Mozart, Beethoven, Rousseau 
and Flagbert.

in Grasset's book, which is dated 1907: 

“Tolstoy is one of those rare men to 
whom the English aphorism might ap- 
ply, “They are certainly cracked, but 
the crack lets in light.’ In a word, Tol- 
stoy is a semi-insane genius. 


Dr. Berce, Tolstoy began by being very 
much taken by the oldest, then he 
thought he was in love with the sec- 
ond, and-finally he fell in love with the 
third. Later he set himself to mow 
hay with the moujiks, in a peasant’s 
blouse. At this period he wrote, ‘I felt 
that I was not wholly in my mind, and 
that this could not go on very long.’ 


“The feelings of doubt which he had 
known from his childhood led to the 
idea of suicide. ‘Everything is a lie,’ he 
cried, ‘death alone is true,’ and he re- 
sorted to various devices not to kill 
himself.’’” He also describes the great 
Russian’s eccentricities as a student, 


Pand his early delusion that he could fly, 


which .caused a nearly fatal fall, 
Some of Zola’s Eccentricities. 

“Zola,” says the same writer, “used 
to count the number of gas jets on 
the street, the numbers on the dors 
and chiefly the numbers on the .abs. 
He would add all the figures of these 
numbers together as if they were 
units. Seventeeh was a bad number. 
He was once thrown out of a cab; 
when he hastened ‘to add up the fig- 
ures of the number of the cab, he 
found the sum to be 17. He was 
afraid he would not succeed in any 
proceeding if he did not leave the 
house with his left foot first. He 
would touch certain objects, or close 
a door several] times in successicn.”’ 

Ibsen’s best known characters are 
demi-fous, according to this authority. 
Rebecca West, Hedwige and Fyolf 
have mental degeneration with ob- 
sessions; Nora and. Hilda have men- 
tal degeneration with hysteria; ime. 
Solness, Ekdal, Tesman and Agnes 
have mentel degeneration’ with intel- 
lectual debility, while other figures 
in the Ibsen dramas are affected by 
melancholia, neurasthenia, alcoholism 
and senile dementia. 

Should Not Be Married. 

Wallen is marked as an unusual demi- 
fou by the fact that his . propensities 
were in part good. Most of the abnor- 
mal hings done by persons of his class 
are either useless, selfish or harmful. 
Wallen’s. impulses were generous, in 
that he gave away his booty for the 
enjoyment of children, aithough. the im- 
pulses which led him to take them may 
have been criminal. 

“Persons may .be prompted by semi- 
insanity to do kind and generous acts, 
as well as evil,’’ said Dr. Hughes. “Or 
it might be held that the abnormal! in- 
stinct was shown only in the theft, and 
that -the giving away of stolen things 
to make others happy was a normal 
act. . 

“Many shoplifters are senii-insane, 
and cases have been knowh where per- 
sons otherwise sane could not keep their 
hands off .others’ books. Frequently 
these ftendencies to theft occur in per- 
sens: whose early. moral training has 
been inadequate. 

“There ought to be institutions for 
persons of .this class,.and, what. is 
even more important, laws strictly en- 
forced to prevent the marriage of the

“Your American women—I have met 
them in Teheran—will dominate the me! 
soon. Sooner or later America wi)! 
have a woman president.”’ 

Mohammed Ali, whcse people hurle 
him from the peacock throne in July 
1909, is a conspicuous figure here. H: 
is traveling incog, of course, but wa: 
recognized the moment he arrived. Th: 
former Shah is consulting physicians 
about an affection of the heart which 
has troubled him since he was hurried 
out of Teheran. Although stories about 
his present ‘“‘poverty’’ have gone ‘out, 
Mohammed Ali is living luxurivusly. 
He is accompanied by three wives, half 
a dozen of his children, a secretary and 
three servants. 

A Post-Dispatch correspondent called 
it the Oriental potentate’s handsome 
apartment on the Rue de l’Opera and 


ing the visitor’s purpose, the secretary, 
who speaks French fluently, said: 

“You cannot interview Hig Majesty 
unless, first, you write the questions | 
you wish to ask him. There are many 
subjects on which he will not give an 
opinion.’’ 

Granted an Audience. 

Eight or ten questions were written. 
Having read them the secretary said: 

“I am sure His Majesty will grant you 
an audience. Your questions are in- 
teresting. Address His Majesty in 
I'rench. Do not mention politics nor 
remind His Majesty of what is passed.’’ 

The secretary withdrew and soon the 
correspondent was ushered into a spac- 
ious room handsomely furnished. The 
Shah in exile, a frail sooking man about 
40 years old, was seated in a rocking 
chair and held a Paris newspaper. 
Glancing with a patronizing smile at 
the correspondent Mohammed Ali said: 

“You have asked me if I intend ‘to{ 
go to America? I am unable to answer 
that question. definitely. t present, but 
in a few months I can tell. Yes, I am 
anxious to go to America, but my wom- 
en.do not like to make such a, long 
voyage. Besides, I have been to.u that 
a man with three or more wives will 
not be permitted to land in America. 
My ambassador has told me that before 


he must swear that he is not a polyga- 
mist. Well, you know, our sacred cus- 
toms and traditions are that a man can 
have aS many wives as he can sup- 
port. I would like to go, because I 
have heard so YWnany interesting stories 
of your wonderful skyscrapers, jeweled 
women and great hippodrome in New 
York.’’ 
Admires American Women. 

The Shah spoke in good French, but 
interjected a German word now and 
then. Becoming silent, he stared gloom- 
ily «t the floor for a few minutes: then, 
having puffed at his Persian cigar, ad- 
ded: 

“You want to know what I think of 
America and of American womén. I 
am a great admirer of your people and 
their education, energy and wealth. I 
know all about your multimillionatres. 
I know all about your Washington, Lin- 
coOln and Roosevelt, so you see I know 
practically everything that is going on 
in your country. Your Rockefeller. Oh, 
yes, Mr. Rockefeller is a great man. He 
ought to be a president—eventually he 
will be, I have no doubt.” 

It was then Mohammed Ali expressed 
his opinion of American women and ut- 
tered the prophecy which should please 
American suffragettes. 

“You ask me what I think of Social- 
ism,”’ the deposed ruler continued. ‘t 
suppose if I were the leader of Social- 
ism I would consider Socialism admir- 
able, but Sociaiism is an unknown word 
in Persia: You understand, we of the 
East do not have your economic trou- 
bles. Everythg in Persia turns around’ 
the religious and spirithal life.’

Official Blue Book Shows Higher 
Wages and Shorter Hours 
Have Been Obtained.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 17.—In @ 
chapter on organized labor in Missouri 


for 1909 and 1910, in the 1910 Red Book of 
the Bureau of. Labor Statistics, Labor 
Commissioner J. C. A. Hiller gives in- 
formation on the strength of unionism 
in this State, the progress made since 
1907, and other facts interesting to work- 
ing men and women and employers. On 
returns from 623 labor unions, Supervis- 
ing Statistician A. T. Edmonston has 
compiled tables which show that 74,865 
Missouri! men and women are members 
of labor organizations, nearly al of 
whom are affiliated with the Mfssouri 
State Federation of Labor. The organ- 
ized union women of the State number 
2868. 

St. Louis, on Jan. 1, 1910, had 199 
unions, comprising 38,706 men and 2004 
women. Kansas City had 86 unions, 
of 9830 men and 210 women, and St. 
Joseph 40 unions, of 2720 men and 494 
women. The remainder of the union 
strength is divided chiefly between Jop- 
lin, Springfield, Sedalia, Jefferson City, 
Hannibal, Cape Girardeau, Moberly and 


Poplar Bluff. 


Fewer Disagréements in 1910. 
There were fewer disagreements 


with employers in Missouri in 1909 
than ever before, better wages were 
paid and a closer approach to an 
eight-hour working day was af- 
fected. In this year, the bituminous 
coal miners of Missouri and other 
States disagreed with their employ- 
ers. There also was a strike of ce- 
ment workers (May, 1910), at Ilasco 
in Ralls County not far from Han- 
nibal, Mo, 

A feature of the 1909 work is that 
more working women joined unions 
than ever before. On January 1, 
1910, there were 2868 women affili- 
ated with labor unions f the State, 
as eompared with 2159 for 1908 and 
2319 for 1907. 

Higher Wages; Shorter Hours. 

The average of wages for organ- 
ized labor in the State was higher in 
1909 than in 1908 or 1907, being 38.06 
cents an hour as compared with 36.45 
cents and 36.29 cents, respectively, for 
the other ‘rs, averaging 8.94 hours 
against § bours for 1908 and 9.01 
for 1907. Nearly all labor organiza- 
tions of Missouri now pay strike ben- 
efits and allow a weekly amount in 
case of disability through accidents 
or illness, the amount being about 
$12 a month to $30. Locals dispensed 
$30,780 in this way last year. Some 
Missouri unions have a death bene- 
fit. : 

A total of 37 locals were involved 
in disagreements with employers in 
1909. There were 22 walkouts and 
15 lockouts, involving 2310 members 
of organized labor, mostly young 
women garment workers in St. Louis. 
In wages there was lost by strikes 
and lockduts $105,572. Four disagree- 
ments were compromised, one was 
lost and seventeen were pending 
when the year closed. Nine locals 
gained an increase in wages. and 
three a reduction in hours.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The reward 
of $100,000 to Richard Parr for disclos- 
ing frauds practiced on the Customs 
service at its New York docks has so 
stimulated activities in the “informing 
line’’ that the Treasury Department has 
been compelled to ask for a large ap- 
propriation for this purpose. 

In asking for a deficiency appropria- 
tion of $90,000, Assistant Secretary Cur- 
tis of the Treasury Department made

“The real reason why, irrespective of 
the claim of Parr, we need more money, 
is that we have an increased number of 
informers coming In, owing to our own 
increased activities and hope of awards 
similar to Parr’s large sum of money. 
The activities in the informing line are 
much greater than they were three or 
four years ago, principally owing to the 
fact that we are prosecuting the cases 
with so much more vigor than formerly 
and discovering more frauds.”’

FEWER DISAGREEMENTS 


Official Blue Book Shows Higher 
Wages and Shorter Hours 
Have Been Obtained. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 17.—In a 
chapter on organized labor in Missouri 


for 1909 and 1910, in the 1910 Red Book of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, Labor 
Commissioner J. C. A. Hiller gives in- 
formation on the strength of unionism 
in this State, the progress made since 
1907, and other facts interesting to work- 
ing men and women and employers. On 
returns from 623 labor unions, Supervis- 
ing Statistician A. T. Edmonston has 
compiled tables which show that 74,865 
Missouri! men and women are members 
of labor organizations, nearly atl of 
whom are affiliated with the Mfssouri 
State Federation of Labor. The organ- 
ized union women.of the State number 

St. Louis, on Jan. 1, 1910, had 199 
unions, comprising 38,706 men and 2004 
women. Kansas City had 8 unions, 
of 9830 men and 210 women, and St. 
Joseph 40 unions, of 2720 men and 494 
women. The remainder of the union 
strength is divided chiefly between Jop- 
lin, Springfield, Sedalia, Jefferson City, 
Hannibal, Cape Girardeau, Moberly and 
Poplar Bluff. 


Fewer Disagreements in 1910. 
There were fewer disagreements 


with employers in Missouri in 1909 
than ever before, better wages were 
paid and a closer approach to an 
eight-hour working day was af- 
fected. In this year, the bituminous 
coal miners of Missouri and other 
States disagreed with their employ- 
ers. There also was a strike of ce- 
ment workers (May. 1910), at Ilasco 
in Ralls County not far from Han- 
nibal, Mo. 

A feature of the 1909 work is that 
more working women joined unions 
than ever before. On January li, 
1910, there were 2868 women affili- 
ated with labor unions f the State, 
as eompared with 2159 for 1908 and 
2319 for 1907. 

Higher Wages; Shorter Hours. 

The average of wages for organ- 
ized labor in the State was higher in 
1909 than in 1908 or 1907, being 38.06 
cents an hour as compared with 36.45 
cents and 36.29 cents, respectively, for 
the other “rs, averaging 8.94 hours 
against hours for 1908 and 9.01 
for 1907. Nearly all labor organiza- 
tions of Missouri now pay strike ben- 
efits and allow a weekly amount in 
case of disability through accidents 
or illness, the amount being about 
$12 a month to $30. Locals dispensed 
$30,780 in this way last year. Some 
Missouri unions have a death bene- 
fit. : 

A total of 37 locals were involved 
in disagreements with employers in 
1909. There were 22 walkouts and 
15 lockouts, involving 2310 members 
of organized labor, mostly young 
women garment workers in St. Louis. 
In wages there was lost by strikes 
and lockouts $105,572. Four disagree- 
ments were compromised, one was 
lost and seventeen were pending 
when the year closed. Nine locals 
gained an increase in wages. and 
three a reduction in hours.

Control Through Bonds. 


As they began controlling the Jap- 
anese war debt,

$1,287,000,000, they control Japan 
with this control chiefly in London 
banks. When Japan whipped China 
disastrously, caleulations had already 
been made of how many hundreds of 
millions of yards of cotton cloth the 
Chinese might buy from power looms 
if they were broken of the habit of 
weaving their clothes on old hand 
looms of the style they have been 
using for the last 1000 years. 

Hence, when it had been sufficient- 
ly whipped, China made a treaty with 
Japan under which it agreed to can- 
cel its law against allowing foreign- 
ers to manufacture cotton in the Chi- 
nese empire. 

The newly civilized Japanese may 
have supposed that this meant mil- 
lions of yearly profits for them in 
controlling China and selling it the 
new cotton goods they hoped to man- 
ufacture by starting Japanese fac- 
tories in China.

British Cotton Profits. 


HE American Consul General’s office at London recently forward- 

33 ed a report on 100 British cotton factories at Otdham, England. 

They reported last year that because they had to pay high 

prices for American cotton they had lost $1,324,038 on 12 months’ 

business. Still, for the same 12 months’ business they declared a div- 
idend of 7% per cent. 

In 1907 these ‘same mills reported net profits of $6,429,410 and de- 
clared dividends of 15% per cent as the average for the 100 on their 
combined capital stock. 

In 1898, when they controlled American cotton prices, Great Brit- 
ain and Germazy set the price at 5 cents and came near bankrupting 
the Southern cotton states. In that year 90 of these cotton mills at 
Oldham declared dividends which averaged only 4.5 per cent, hardly 
half of their present reported rates of profit and less than a third of 
their 1907 profits. ‘

“EXTREMELY DIFFICULT” 


By FRANCIS J. O’BOYLE, 8. J., 
Professor of Philosophy, St. Louis University. 


CCORDING to Catholic commentators generally, the passage 
means that it is extremely difficult for a rich man ‘to save his 
soul. These authorities do not favor the opinion that -the word 

rendered “camel” is a mistranalation for the word “rope”; or that 
the “eye of the needle” is a reference to certain city gates so stooped 
and narrow that laden animals ‘could’ not pass through them. 

In thé space at my disposal I cannot discuss the reasons which 
lead to this conclusion, but I would point out that a proper under- 
standing of the text depends in great measure upon what Jesus 
meant by “rich man.” : : 

In the Catholic view the’ rich man’ heré spoken of is not he who 
merely possesses great wealth. Rather, it is the man who misuses 
his wealth by preferring it to a higher good to ‘which God calls him; 
or. the man: whose wealth is. ill-gotten; or the man who is so com- 
pletely absorbed by the task of getting, keeping and increasing the 
good things of this world that he has neither time nor inclination to 
fulfill his positive duties to God, to his fellows and to himself. 

Now, the Kingdom of Heaven is the reward of faithful service; 
into this kingdom none may enter unless he has served God as God 
has commanded that He be served; and the first and greatest com- 
mandment, according to Jesus, is to love God above all things. Sec- 
ond only to this is the precept of loving our neighbor as ourselves. 

But the man whose every thought centers on. his wealth can 
hardly comply with either command, It therefore follows that for 
such a man salvation is extremely difficult, and from a practical 
standpoint morally impossible. 

Yet it is not absolutely impossible. “With God all things are 
possible.” | is
